URING the St. Louis Conven- 
tion the Committee on Water 
Works Practice, Malcolm Pir- 

nie, Chairman, held several long, 
earnest and successful meetings, in 
which matters of policy for the fu- 
ture were thrashed out and agreed 
upon. A decision which will be of 
immediate interest to all the mem- 
bership is that this Committee will 
not withhold material being pre- 
pared for the next edition of the 
Manual until everything is ready to 
print the new book, but will release 
text in part and other data as they 
are prepared by the sub-committees 
in the pages of the Journal from 
time to time, since much of it is too 
voluminous to be inserted in the 
Manual in toto. As such data are 
issued, reprints will be kept so 
that new members joining the Asso- 
ciation from time to time may be 
able to collect any or all of these 
data for their files in advance of 
printing the next Manual.
